£5 Wage Increase Proposed For Town Employees 


Special Article 
To Come Up At 


Town Meeting 


A general wage increase not to 
exceed $5 a week for all full-time 
employees of the town except the 
school department is proposed in 
an article to be voted on at the 
next town meeting, 

Sponsored by the board of se- 
lectmen the article provides that 
funds to meet the increase be in- 
cluded in the departmental budgets 
to be put into effect next Apr. 1. 

Included in the warrant is 
another article on petition of 
Oliver Pike and others to see if 
the town will vote to increase the 
regular weekly wage of all the full- 
time employees of the board of 
public works by 20 percent, 

The last wage increase granted 
town employees was the result of 
recommendations made by a survey 
committee on wages and salaries, 
which became effective Apn 1, 
1951. The adjustments were made 
on the then basic wages, assign- 
ments of employees and general 
working conditions, 

On that committee were Emil J, 
Schulze, William E. Titcomb and 
Charles W. Arnold, 

The town warrant, which was 
closed last Friday afternoon: con- 
tains 67 special articles, Last 
year it was 46 

Some of the other articles in- 
cluded are to see if the town will 
vote for the following: 

$10,000 for land near the center 
of the town for parking purposes; 

$4000 for a traffic control booth 
in the square;

$12,000 for a new snow loader 
The present one is seven years 
old and the BPW would like to 
keep the sand boom on it all the 
time to be used in loading sand, 
much of which is done in winter 
time; 

$9700 plus the present 1946 
Street sweeping machine for a new 
street Sweeper; 

$4000 for the purpose of wide- 
ning a section of Whittier street 
near the schools; 

$80,000 for a sewerage system 
in Ballardvale; 

A sum not exceeding 1/200 per- 
cent of the assessed valuation for 
the purposes of advertising its re- 
sources and attractions, or pro- 
vide $900 to be expended by the

A hearing was held by the board 
of appeals last week on the peti- 
tiont of Fred E, Cheever to change 
the residence of the late H. Brad- 
ford Lewis on Hidden road to an 
apartment house.

jection to the proposal and on sug:

Atty. Ronald Il, Sherman repre- 
sented the petitioner, He said the 
plan calls for the estate to be con- 
verted into a nine-apartment build- 
ing of three or four rooms each, 
The rental would be about $100 a 
month, The building is in excellent 
condition and no exterior changes 
would be necessary. 

Objectors felt that an apartment 
house would decrease the value of 
surrounding property. The resi- 
dents of that section purchased 
their homes with the impression 
that it would remain a single resi- 
dence area. 

The two weeks’ postponement 
will allow Mr. Cheever additional 
time to present his proposal in 
more detail and also provide abut- 
tors further time to present their 
case more clearly,
